FUNDAMENTAL LAW 


OF 
THE 


Union of the people of Columbia. 


We therepresentatives of the people of New 


Granada and Venezuela united in general Con- 
gress, having attentively examined the Fun- 
damental Law of the Republic of Colombia, 
agreed upon by the congress of Venezuela in the 
city of Saint Thomas of Angostura the 17th of 
December, inthe year of Our Lord cighteeo hun- 
dred and nineteen : 


Add Considering: 


I.—That the provinces of Venezuela end New 


Grenada united in one onlyrepublic, have all the 
ways and means of elevating themselves to the 
highest degree of power and prosperity. 


2.— That they being constituted into separata 


republics, let tbeir tiesbe as close as possible, far 
from profiting 
so many advantages, they with 


great difficulty would not be consolidated so as 
to make their sovereignty respected. 


3.—That all men of superior talents and of 


refined patriotism, penetrated with these ad- 
Vantages, had represented to the government of 
the two republics to agree to this union, which 
the vicissitudes of war bad prevented being 
" 


ffected. 


4.—Finally, That thete considerations of re- 


ciprocal interest and of a necessity so manifest, 
were the same that obliged ibe congre» of Ve- 
nezuela to anticipate this measure which in a 
terrain manner Was proclaimed by the constant 
vows of both people:—For all these motives 
'Ín tAe name and under the auspices oftht Su- 


preme Being : 


We have decreed and do hereby decree the 


solemn ratificairon of the Fundamental Law of 
the Republic of Colombia us before mentioned, 
'and in rhe following terms:— 
Art. I.— The people of New Gretiarta and 


Venezuela remain united in one only body «fa 
nation, under the expressed pact, that their go- 
vernment will be now and forever popular and 
representative. 


2.—This new nation will be acknowledged 


and denominated wiih tbe title of Republic of 
Columbia. 


3—TheColombian nation is forever and irre- 


vocable free and independent from the Spanish 
monarchy, and from any other paWer or foreign 
domination. 
Neither it nor ever wil! be the pa- 


ttiaiTMiy oi" any family u¡ person* 


4.—Tbc tupreme national power will be al- 


ways divided, to be exercised in legislative, est 
cutive and judicial. 


s.—The territory of the Republic of Colum- 


bia to be comprehended in the limits of the old 
captain generalship of Venezuela and oftbe vice 
kingdom 
and captain generalship of rhe new 


kingdom of Granda ; but 
the assignation of its 


precise terms, remains reserved for a more con. 
venient time. 


6.—For ihe most advantageous administra- 


tion of the republic, its territory will be devided 
into six or more departments, each of them 
having its particular denomination, and an ad- 
ministration dependent on the national govern- 
ment. 


7.—The present congress of Columbia will 


form 
the constitution of the republic, confor- 


mable to the basis expressed and to the liberal 
principles which they have consecrated to tbe 
wise practices of other nations. 


8 —The debts which the two provinces have 


separately contracted, are acknowledged in so- 
lidum, as tbe 
national debt of Columbia, and 


the property of the republic it responsible for 
the satisfaction thereof. 


9— The congress will destinefor its payment, 


in the manner found most convenient, the most 
productive branches of the revenue, and will 
create also a particular fund to redeem the ca- 
pital, or lo pay interest as its liquidation may be 
verified. 


10.—In better circumstances a new city will 


beraised, with ihe name of the Liberatni Bolivar, 
which will be the capital of the republic. 
Its 


plan and situation will be determined by the 
congres- on Ihe principle ofconveniency to the 
necessities of its vast territory, and the grandeur 
to which this country is called by nature, 
]I.—The present arms of New Granada and 


the flag of Venezuela will continue in use until 
the congress determines what they are lo be. 


12—The ratification of the establishment of 


the republic of Colombia and the publication of 
its constitution, will be celebrated in the towns 
and in the army with feasts and publicrejoicings, 
making this solemnity in all places on tbe day 
that the constitution may be published. 


13.—There will be a perpetual national feast 


for three days, in which will ba celebrated the 
anniversary : 


Ist.— Of the emancipation and absolute in- 


dependencecf the people ofColumbia. 


2d.—Of its union in one only republic and 


ihe establishment of its constitution. 


3d.—Of the graal triumphs and immortal 


victories with which these benefits 
have been acquired and secured. 


14.—The national feast will be celebrated 


every yvaron tbe2sth,26th and27thofDecember, 
consecrating each of these days lo the especial 
remembrance of one of ihe three glorious mo 
lives, and on those days will be rewarded those 
virtues, talents and services made to the coun- 
try. 


The present Fundamental Law of the Union 


of the People of Columbia will be solemnly pro- 
mulgated ia all the towns and in ihe army, 
recorded in all the publicregistrates,and deposi- 
ted in all the archive» of the cabildos and cor- 
porations, both eclesiástica! and secular. 
To 


which effect it will 
be communicated to the 


supreme executive power.

LONDON. 


August 16.—Every object endeared to tbe 


people of this country appears to have become, 
by a sort of a sinister association, an object of 
jealousy or hatred to their rulers. 
The queen 


herself increased tbe eamity of her persecutors 


■o proportion as she became more esteemed and 
idolized by the people. 
To this mixed feeling 


may undoubtedly be ascribed the obstinacy of 
ministers in setting themselves against the al- 
most unanimous wish of the citizens of Londoo. 
Why, otherwise, were not the remains of the 
second personage ofthe royal family to be con- 
veyed by that route on 
which the proposed 


marks of respect awaited it—a route, also, 
which was on the direct one towards the point 
of embarkation? 
Did 
ministers know 
this 


country so little as to suspect that any thing but 
decent and solemnreverence would have mark- 
ed the conduct of Englishmen on such an occa- 
sion ? or was it imagined lhat violence would 
have been offered lathe royal ashes f No, it 
was an unwillingness any expression ef pnpu 
lar feeling, which did not emanate from the 
court itself: and it was in this instance imbit- 
tered by the consciousness lhat every testimony 
of affection to the queen was a sentence of re- 
proach upon her persecutors. It was the like 
base feeling which led the same parties to decry 
before hand t% dangerous, and when the danger 
was disproved to exclaim against as impious, 
the devout visit of rhe queen to St. Paul's, to 
return her thanksgivings fur having confounded 
tbe plots of her enemies. 
Then, as now* large 


bodies of troops were in readiness to act against 
the people ; but not on that occasion, as on this 
urkappy om-, 
had English blood been shed. 


The present loss of human life has flowed from 
rha-l spirit of fretful domination whiih has so 
intermeddled between the multitude and its 
harmless dasitus. 
Minister* efterciied an indis- 


creer a> well as an unjust authority, in attempt- 
ing to elude the lawful expressions offeelings 
which did honor lo those who entertained, and 
to her who was tbe object of them ; and this 
arbitrary restraint 
upon 
a lawful resolution 


makes the authors guilty of all its disattous 
consequences. 


But for the queen herself, the illustrious de- 


ceased— now lifted above the reach of persecu- 
tion— she has lived for herself ju«t long enough, 
too long for her destroyers. 
From the early 


periods of her residence in this country, she 
was made the 
victim of neglect, unmanly at 


unmannerly, in a circle of self constituted ele- 
gance and high-breeding. 
Her life has been " 
series of defences against wrong, and of victo- 
ries over slander and oppression. 
The last in- 


stance of disrespect to her majesty has been, 
of all tbc acts of her perteculnrs, the lowest in 
its malevolence, and the most signal in ¡It de- 
feat. 
They had not skill lo execute their own 


machinations. 
In defiance of them, the re- 


mains of the queen were carried through the 
centre of the Metropolis. 
In defiance of them, 


the citzens of all ranks swelled the mournful 
triumph with those external badges of respect 
which were due to royally, and wiih those far 
more precious testimonies of affection which no 
royalty but that of virtue can command. 
Even 


from the tomb the spirit of this illu-trious wo- 
man 
seemed lo baffle the tyranny that would 


have turmented her— 
'* Even in her ashes liv'd their wontedfires," 


For those who may have injured her, they hava 
ihe queen's forgiveness. 
May they not sue in 


vain for that of the Almighty! In this world 
their lot is 
cast. 
They have with their own 


hands raised their monument. 
If their names 


be known to after ages, they will owe the dis- 
tinction to the sufferings which they have caus- 
ed ; and history will immortalize them only to 
avenge their victim.

HYDE-PARK, AND 
ATTACK ON THE PEOPLE 


AT 
CUMRERLANDGATE. 


At about 12 o'clock the procession entered 


the park, and during its passage through it a 
scene of confusion and outrage ensued oif-which 
tbe annals of this or any otSer christian coun- 
try can.it is hoped,present few parallels. 
Vast 


numbers of persons on foot and on horseback 
passed with great speed along Park lane, and in 
all directions towards Cumbelund-gate at tbe 
end of Oxford-street. 
Their object was sus- 


pected by the guards to be to reach lhat gate 
befure them, with the view of meeting the pro- 
cession and again forcing it to turn back. 
To 


prevent this, the guards galloped through Ihe 
park at full speed, in order lo gain Cumberland 
gate before them. 
Simultaneously 
with this 


movement of tbe guards and the multitude at- 
tendant on the royal funeral, the procession it- 
self moved at a very quick pace through the 
park. 
Suddenly, however, it hailed, and it wae 


understood that the people had closed the gates. 
Amidst the disorder lhat now reigned, it becama 
difficult, if not impossible, to furm a true judg- 
ment of what was passing. 
Unfortunately the 


station we occupied in ihe procession precluded 
us from a personal view of the dreadful catas- 
trophe that ensued, and which therefore, wo 
were compelled to collect from other persons, 
who were under the influence of agitation or 
terror. 
I* became necessary, we understand, 


in consequence of the peremptory orders issued 
lo the guards, to force a way for the procession 
through whatever impediments might present 
themselves, for them to disperse the multitude 
at Cumberland-gate, and clear a passage. 
That 


people were equally bent on turning the pro- 
cession, and foicing it into the roote of ihe city. 
Here a contest arose, and here, we deeply grieve 
to say, blood was shed. 
Some stones and mud 


were thrown at the military, and a magistrate, 
we believe, being 
present, the soldiers were 


sanctioned in firing their pistols and carabines 
at tbe unarmed crowd. 
Screams of (error were 


heard in every direction, and numbers were 
seen flying across the park in dismay. The 
number of shots fired, to the best of nor observa- 
tion, was 
not less than forty or fifiy. 
Of ihe 


destruction to human life that ensued from this 
murderous scene, we are without any authentic 
details. 
Some accounts 
state the number cf 


the killed at four, and of the wounded at len or 
twelve. 
To judge from our impression at the 


time, we should have expected consequences still 
more fatal. 
One person was wounded in the 


shoulder within a few yards of us. 
Hyde paik 


would have been the scene of a tragedy as dread- 
ful as that acted at Manchester, had not the 
large space towards Bayswaler afforded ample 
opportunities for escape fiom the Ihe murder- 
ous weapon» of ihe soldiary. 
The guards were 


galloping about in all directions. 
One of rhe 


sufferers, whose name we have just learnt, is 
Richard Honey, a carpenter, residing at N°- 3, 
Row-street, Soho. 
He wat thot at the corner 


of Great Cumberland-street, and the body wat 
carried to tbe General Towntend, in Oxford 
street. 
Others were carried to St. George> 


hospital. 
So completely did the soldiery appear 


at this period to have lost the good temper and 
forbearance they previously evinced, lhat they 
fired shots we understand, in the direction in 
which the procession was moving. 
In conse- 


quence ofthis, some gentleman, we onder stand, 
belonging to the parish of Hammersmith, and 
who occupied a coach next to Alderman Wood, 
narrowly escaped wiih rheir lives. 
A ball pass- 


ed through one of the pannals of the coach, and 
cims out at the Liber side, but most providen- 
tially without ary injury to those wiluin it.
